Disasters Hit 38 States iii Past Year 


I 
N a year of unusual weather condi­ 
tions ail over the world, the United 
States wa* especially hard hit, and In 
th# twelve month* ending June 30, 
1931, the American 
Red 
Cross 
had 
given disaster relief in thirty-eight of 
fhe forty-eight states. 
With the exception of a mine ex­ 
plosion, an epidemic of typhoid fever, 
a mine daveTn and a railroad accident, 
these disasters were all due to the 
elements. 
They were forest fires, tor­ 
nadoes, floods, storms, cloudbursts and 
drought. 
The drought, 
which spread 
over 
twenty-three states in the summer and 
fall of 1930, aud bas again wrought on- 


told havoc In northw es tern states In 
1931, accounted for Red Cross relief in 
twenty-three states. 
The other disas­ 
ters were, without exception, carried 
on simultaneously with the dro ught re­ 
lief, an d placed a heavy burden, not 
alone upon the funds of th e national 
Red Cross, but upon Its tr ained per­ 
sonnel of disaster relief workers. 
At th e peak of the dro ught relief, 
more t h a n tw*o million persons were 
being fed, clothed or given other help, 
and in all of the work m ore tha n 
2,750,000 men, women and 
children 
were cared for by the Red Cross. 
Funds for the dro ught relief were 
obtained, in part, through public con­ 
tributions, because of the magnitude

This dis aste r work of the Red Cr 
is supported, in part, from the ann 
roll call for m em bers which occ 
each yea r between Armistice Day f 
T ha nksgiv ing Day.

is contributing toward this effect 
and Im portant emergency relief, aho 
calamities occur 
anywhere affect; 
lives of their fellow citizens.
